Commissioners explore historic designation to save lodges

Ina last ditch effort to delay the de- 
struction of the Rayburn, Truettner, 
and High Banks lodges by the DNR, 
commissioners are exploring the via- 
bility of designating parts of the 
AuSable River riverbanks as histori- 
cal districts. 

Commissioner Joseph Callewaert 
suggested that such a designation was 
an alternative to seeking an injunc- 
tion, which commissioners failed to 
agree on at their November 20 meet- 
ing, and asked that the prosecutor re- 
search the procedure for drawing up a 
county ordinance which would pre- 
serve all historic buildings in the

The motion passed by a four to one 
margin with Commissioners Robert 
Smock, Lee Riley, Brian Hulbert, and 
Callewaert voting yes and Commis- 
sioner Loren Goodale voting no. Com- 
missioners Robert McLachlan and 
Dennis Long were absent. 

Callewaert said Houghton and 
Keweenaw counties in the Upper Pen- 
insulahad adopted similar ordinances. 

“Not only were they successful in 
preserving historic buildings,” he said, 
“they also became attractions for tour- 
ists and visitors from other arcas and 
other countries.” 

Smock said preservation of the 
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Rayburn and Truettner lodges is a 
concer to many county residents and 
that the issue was not going to go 
away, “until something is resolved 
between our county and the state of 
Michigan,” 

Dan Alstott, of Lovells Township, 
said in a letter to commissioners dated 
November 27, 1991, that ad valorem 
taxes paid by the DNR on acquired 
properties can easily “evaporate 
through legislative change or modifi- 
cation of policy in an already weak- 
ened DNR.” 

Alstott also questioned whether 
DNR acquisition of property along the 
AuSable could result in “yet another

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Federal attempt to ‘nationalize’ the 
AuSable, as was thwarted in the 
1970s.” Alstott said the Federal Wild 
and Scenic River Plan provides for 
confiscation of private property which 
could ultimately mean the loss of all 
privately owned property on the river. 
He said one of the reasons the Federal 
attempt failed in the 70s was the large 
amount of private property along the 
river. The DNR’s acquisition of more 
river property could help another 
Federal takeover attempt. 

Smock said Alstoit’s letter is an 
attempt to broaden the commission's 
awareness of the ever increasing pros- 
pect of more private properties being 


purchased by the DNR, 

Several commissioners travelled to 
Cadillac on Monday, December 9, to 
meet with State Senator John Pridnia 
and the new DNR Director Rollie 
Harmes toexpress their concerns about 
several DNR related problems in 
Crawford County. Chief among these 
concerns is the DNR’s continual ac- 
quisition of private property in 
Crawford County. Other issues in- 
cluded the county's desire to preserve 
the historical Rayburn, Truetiner and 
High Banks lodgesand the Salling and 
City dams. 

During the past two years the 
Crawford County Board of Commis- 


sioners have met with Senator John 
Pridnia, State Representative Ralph 
Ostling, Deputy Director of Region II 
John MacGregor, and the Michigan 
Natural Resources Commission 
(NRC) inan effort to save the Rayburn 
and Truetmner lodges from destruc- 
tion, but to no avail. On November 6 
the NRC acted on recommendations 
from Harmes and ordered the removal 
of all buildings on the Raybum and 
Truettner properties and the land re- 
tumed to its natural state. Commis- 
sioners are now concerned that the 
same fate may happen to High Banks 
Lodge on the north branch of the: 
AuSable River. 


2K County considers establishing 


AuSable Millpond water level

County commissioners are seeking 
legal advice whether a water level can 
be established for the Millpond above 
the City Dam to ensure its preserva- 
tion as a wetlands area and prevent the 
DNR from removing the City Dam. 

Commissioner Dennis Long made 
the motion at the commission’s De- 
cember 4 meeting and said he would 
also like a legal opinion regarding the 
establishmentofa lake level for Salling 
Pond to possibly move towards future 
replacement of Saljing Dam, removed 
by the DNR last summer, 

“Dams can be removed and dams 
can be replaced,” he said. “In order to 
replace Salling Dam it had to be re- 
moved anyway.” 

Long said Salling Pond was in exis- 
tence long enough to create its own 
natural ecosystem and species center 


and that removing it to establish a 
better ecosystem for different fish and 
animals was nothing more than a trade- 
off. 

‘At what price are we trying to pre- 
serve an entire river for certain species 


. and overlook the habitat of other types 


of animals?” he asked, “T don’t think 
we did the wetlands area any justice 
by the drawing down of Salling Lake.” 

The commissioners agreed to seek 
the legal opinion from the county 
prosecutor in response to a presenta- 
tion by AuSable River Protection 
Association (ARPA) vice president 
Bill Josephand treasurer Dick DuBois. 

Joseph told commissioners ARPA 
is concerned about the consequences 
of dam removal, both for residents 
living around the impounded area and 
for residents who live downstream 
from the dams. He invited members to 


come to his home and Jearn first hand 
the result of large amounts of silt mov- 
ing out from impounded areas. 

“T was watching two otters play in 
the river in front of my home several 
days ago and there was so much silt 
they could hardly get through it,” he 
said. “Yf the City Dam is taken out, 
people all the way down to Miocannot 
believe what will happen to the river.” 

Commissioner Robert Smock asked 
Joseph and DuBois whether the resi- 
dents downstream from Sailing Dam 

had contacted the DNR about the silt 
problem. . 
Joseph said other than the meetings 
called by the DNR prior to removal of 
the Salling Dam, attended by most 
residents living on Salling Pond, the 
DNR does not seem interested in talk- 

ing to people. |

Three Grayling men who survived 
the attack on Pearl Harbor 50 years 
ago, Harvey Rowland, Donald Cragg, 
and Jack Kaiser, were honored Dec. 
7th with special commemorative 
medais authorized by Congress. 

Michigan Congressman Dave Camp 
presented the meals to area veterans at 
aceremony in Owosso Saturday. 

“The men and women who served 
our country on this infamous day de- 
serve this special honor and our grati- 
tude,” said Camp. “It is important for 
us to remember the sacrifice and 
memory of those men and women 
present at the attack on Pearl Harbor 
— an event that catapulted our nation 
into an epic struggle for freedom.” 

Rowland wasn't able to attend the 
Owosso ceremony -- he went to Pearl 
Harbor for the 50th anniversary cere- 
mony there. Cragg was present at the 
ceremony and Mrs. Jean Kaiser re- 
ceived the medal for her husband Jack, 
who is currently at the Meadows of 
Grayling. Then, in another ceremony

Sunday, at the Meadows of Grayling, 
Legion Post Commander John Keir 
presented the Pearl Harbor medal to 
Jack in front of a large gathering of 
family and friends. 

Jack was aboard the battleship 
Tennessee on that fateful day, He was 
only 18. He had gone into the service 
atage 17 and was a fireman Ist class. 
He had just finished his watch that 
morning and was thinking about head- 
ing to shore for a picnic when the 
bombs fell. He said the Tennesee took 
two direct hits but the West Virginia, 
moored in front of the Tennessee, 
protected it from torpedoes. 

The Tennessee survived the attack 
while other battleships around it were 
sunk. Kaiser had to stay at his general 
quarters aboard the ship for eight hours 
before going up top. The first view he 
had of the destruction included black 
bodies bobbing in the water. 

Kaiser called the scene grotesque 
and memories of that traumatic day 
never fail to bother him. He lost his 
best friend among the more than 2,000 
servicemen killed. He also wondered 
what happened to the small children

who always used to play in the sand at 
Ford Island in Pearl Harbor. 

For years after, Kaiser still felt ap- 
prehensive when recounting that story 
of horror. His wife Jean and five 
children were proud of his service, 
however, and they saved newspaper 
clippings of the event and Fack’s part 
in it. 

Kaiser was transferred to a 
minesweeper after the Pearl Harbor 
attack and he went to serve four years, 
six months, and three days all over the 
South Pacific. He received numerous 
medals for his service including the 
Pearl Harbor Battlestar. 


Jack’s parents, Albert J. and Elvene 


Kaiser operated the AuSable Hotel in 

Frederic for many years. His wife 
Jean (Wheeler) is from Grayling and 
they met in Grayling before becoming 
married and living in Flint for about 
40 years, 

Jean and her sister visited the Ari- 
zona Memorial on a trip to see Pearl 
Harbor in 1974. Jack decided to stay 
home saying “No, I've already been 
there.”

Since adopting my cat I have been a 
visitor to the shelter and I am 
impressed with its appearance, the 
friendliness of the staff and the care 
they give the animals. 

The officers seem to go the extra 
mile in providing animal services for 
Crawford County. J am prond of the 
fact that the shelter focuses on 
adoption, not euthanasia and that they 
try to price their services in a range 
where most Crawford County residents 
can afford to adopt animals from the 
shelter. Through the efforts of a few 
animal loving citizens in this and 
Roscommon County, it appears that

December 12, 1968 

The new Polyhedron Lodge at Bear 
Mountain officially opened its doors 
to the public last Saturday even‘ng 
with an open house from 5 to 10 p.m. 

Unique in its design, the building 
consists of six multi-sided structures 
joined in a circle to form a seventh, a 
rotunda-like center which is open to 
the top. The building, which has 48 
sides and “floats” in the air from six 
given points, was Minnesota’s World's 
Fair pavilion in New York and is the 
only one of its kind, 

Now completed, the main floor has 
a lobby, a dining room which will 
accommodate 200 persons, and the 
jatest in kitchen equipment. 

A circular stairway leads from the 
main floor to the second and third 
floor balconies off which are entrances 
to 58 lodging rooms. The rooms, 
unusual in shape, conform to the con- 
tours of the building and are furnished 
in a modern motif which blends in 
with the design of the structure. 

The lodge joins the Fred Bear 
Museum, the ski park facilities, Littic 
Smokey, and riding stables as attrac- 
tions at Bear Mountain.

Hate Crimes 


Censorship is often hid by use of an 
acronym like “PC” (Politically 
Correct). Such “correctness” generally 
demands biased sensitivity by the 
public toward “protected” minority 
groups. For example, ‘“Lesbian/ 
Bisexual Awareness Week” at Mt. 
Holyoke was followed by 
“Heterosexual Awareness Week.” 
Later, the heterosexuals were the ones 
scolded by President Elizabeth Kennan 
for violating the “spiritofcommunity.” 

At another university, two students 
assigned to adorm known for housing 
several gays, placed a sign on their 
door: “This room is straight.”

Mr. Michael Novak reported this in 
Forbes magazine, October 1, 1990, 
and gave the following sample of their 
counseling. “. ..

‘It’s asin,’ one said, ‘That’s 
superstition,’ he was mocked, ‘have 
you tried it?’ When he stood 


awkwardly silent, he wasasked: ‘How 
can you condemn it until you've tried 
it?’” 

It is not just at the university level 
where students learn that their Judeo-

litde boy returning home from a Fort 
Lauderdale kindergarten was asked 
what he had learned his first day of 
school. He responded, “I learned that 
you can’t even prove that Jesus Christ 
ever lived.” The Supreme Court has 
ruled that the State of Kentucky cannot 
post the Ten Commandments on the 
walls of school classrooms. Part of the 
reasoning for their decision said, “lest 
the students reading these from day to 
day should be inclined to obey them.” 
In his book on education, humanists 
Paul Bianchard wrote: “It may be true 
that Johnny can’t read when he 
graduates from high school, but at 
least twelve years of public education 
has stripped him of all of the religious 
superstition that he came into the first 
grade with.” In New York high schools 
Johnny could have his: stripped 
rcligious values replaced by free

Winter canoeing finds 'picture-postcard’ AuSable scenery

Acanoc heads down the AuSable in 
the middle of winter as snow-laden 
pine boughs reach out to the silent 
earth. Deer are grazing on the nver 
bank, pricking their cars and staring as 
the canoe slices through the mist. 

A thin layer of ice edging the river 
cracks from the nipples the craft lcaves 
as it quietly passes by. 

Managers of local canoe liveries 
along the AuSable say the winter 
canoeist is a rare sight. Most of the 
people they sent out during the winicr 
months are tourists, usually people 
who have canoed the river in the 
summer and are looking for something 
different. 
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paddlers.

“It’s just so beauuful,” he says. “It’s 
SO pretty at's just hard to imagine until 
you actually do it.” 

Kcllogg’s thoughts are not unique. 
Jim Humes, a manager at Penrod’s 
Canoe Livery. also sees the AuSable 
differently during the winter. 

“The riverhasa completely different 
look to it,” he says. “It seems a lot 
quieter, suller.” 

It is more than just the fact that 
everything is blanketed in snow. The

along the edges of the water. Even the 
wildlife is differcat. 

Wait Tilson, assistant manager at 
Ray’s, says that more wildlife can be 
seen in the winter. He attributes this to 
the fact that nonnal feeding spots get 
covered up by snow. Decreased river 
acuvity by humans also brings oul 
animals such as outer, muskrat, beaver, 
and deer. 

Tilson says the AuSable is appealing 
to outdoor-oriented people dunng the 
winter months. He often sees cross- 
country skiers try winter canoeing just 
for something different to do. 

Others come to Grayling for the 
sole purpose of canoeing the wintery 
AuSable. They aren’t particularly 
outdoor-oriented, according to Tilson, 

but they tend to make the trip every 
year. 
Since the AuSable winds through 
what is commonly referred to as the 
Sportsman’s Paradise and because 
summer canocing is so big, one may 
find it odd that winter canocing isn’t 
more popular. 

Ray’ sis open year-round and Tilson 
says the number of winter canoeists he 
sees varies from year to year. Less 
snow generally means more canoeists. 

He says November is usually the 
slovest month due to hunting and the 
wet weather, January and February 
are generally the peak months for 
winter canoeing. 

Ray’s can send out 150 canoes on a 
Saturday in June, July, and August. 
On a weekend in January or February 
itis good to send just 10. 

This dramatic decrease in canoe 
rentals makes it unprofitable for 
Penrod’s to remain open during the 
winter, Humes says. Cold weather is 
not the only factor that may discourage 
canoeists from tackling the river. 

“J think there’s a lot of people who 
think it’s not canoeable,” Humes says. 

Sections of the river where the 
current is slow do freeze partially, but 
according to Kellogg, the ice can 
generally be broken with a paddle. 
The lakes and dams that the AuSable 
passes through do freeze completely, 
however, so it is not possible to canoe 

the entire river once that happens. 


and Kellogg says his best winter 
months are also January and February. 
He thinks the increase is duc to the 
number of cross-country skiers. 

Of course, it can never be forgotten 
what the AuSable is famous for — the 
annual canoe marathon. Dedicated 
paddicrs practice year-round. Some 
even participate in a winter race held 
on the AuSable in February. 

The Klondike takes place during the 
Grayling Winter Carnival and anyone 
may enter. According to Tilson, the 
paddlers begin at Ray’s and go down 
river three to four miles and then paddle 
back upstrearn. He says the distance 
of the race may vary with water 
conditions, including freezing. 

Tilson says he usually sees a pretty 
good tumout for the race. There’s 
always at least cight or nine and 
sometimes as many as 20 canoes. 

Winners generally complete the race 
in about 25-30 minutes, Tilson says, 
although some paddlers take over one 
and one-half hours to finish. The race 
is for fun and coupon prizes are 
awarded. 

For anyone canocing in winters, extra 
precautions should be taken, such as 
dressing warmly. Kellogg says a 
wetsuitis ideal, but snowsuits are good 
too. He also advises boots that will 
keep feet off the bottom of the canoe 
which is wet and cold. Dry clothes 
should be carried in waterproof bags 
in case a person become wet. 

Tilson says it may be a good idea to 
take along some firewood in casea fire 


is needed for someone who gets wet | 
and must be warmed up quickly. A | 


thermos of hot chocolate or coffee is 
also good for warmth. 


Winter canoeists need to pay extra | 


attention to their canoeing. Recently 
fallen trees can surprise even the most 


frequent canoeist. Snow can cover | 
trees, Stumps and branches, and ice j 


may form in some areas. 

Whereas summer canoeists tend to 
get rowdy and are often drinking, 
winter canoeists cannot risk tipping 
over. 


“If you happen to tip over you 
certainly could be a victim of | 


hypothermia,” Tilson says.

points slow down to hardly any use during the winter. 


A person could easily freeze todeath, 
according to Humes, who says many 
of the houses and cabins along the 
AuSable are closed up in the winter. 

“If there’s an emergency there’s not 
as much access toa phone,” he says. If 
a person is injured, help could take a 
long time to arrive. 

Humes says winter canoeing is 
something different and fun for many 
people, but says it’s not for all people 
due to the dangers one faces if a canoe
